That is, you can if you are willing 

to"use your head to save your 
feet. Efficient chore work is planned, 
not bought. 

Records kept by Minnesota farmers 
show an average of about 100 hours 
a year per cow for all chore work. This 
is for herds of 15 to 30 milk cows. 
Records from other dairy states show 
comparable figures. 

The average is 100 hours, but some 
farmers spend only 75 hours, or less. 
Others spend 125 hours or more. 
These variations are for herds of the 
same size, and same production. That 
is, some of these men are more efh- 
cient than others. What can we learn 
from them? 


Our research work has shown that 
few farmers can copy their neighbors 
Their conditions are different; they 
must make plans for their own farm. 
Of course, you can get many useful 
ideas from them. A systematic study 
of your own chorework, however, will 
be most useful. It is this systematic 
study that I wish to discuss here

Feeder Barn or ‘‘Cafeteria”’ 


The feeder barn also runs east and 
west and is located 50 feet directly 
south, facing the loafing barn across 
tha barnyard. The building is 195’ 
long by 43’ wide to accommodate 
100 cows. On this barn the long roof 
slope is to the south, again away from 
the barnyard. With the 50-foot width 
of the barnyard and the comparatively 
low height of this barn, the sun will 
shine into the loafing barn in the late 
afternoon even on the shortest days of 
winter 


Hay is stored at ground level in a 
mow 26 feet wide and 156 feet long, 
and can be piled 17 to 20 feet high at 
this point in the barn. The hay 1s 
stored on the north side of the build 
ing, providing protection against the 
winds from that direction. 


By spacing the poles 15 feet from 
the poles which form the edge of the 
mow, an open space 15 feet wide is 
allotted for the cows in which to feed 
This area is paved, the same as the 
barnyard. Feed bunks are located 
along the edge of the mow so that 
cows may eat directly from it 


The silage feeder is placed on the 
extreme south side of the barn. There 
must be 15 feet between the hay and 
silage bunks, so when the cows are 
eating from both bunks there is a 
three-foot alley through which other 
cows can pass, A tractor-scraper, in 
several trips, may clean this long 15 
foot area because there are no posts or 
comers. 


The silo is located on the south side 
of the feeder barn at the extreme west 
end. This self-unloading silo feeds 
directly onto the mechanical silage 
bunk. As the feed comes out of the 
silo, it falls right onto a section of 
18-inch wide belt which is dragged 
slowly over the entire length of the 
bunk. Cows eat from this belt. The 
belt is powered by a small electric 
motor and gear reduction, 


When a silo unloader is installed in 
the silo it will be possible for the 
Copes to push two buttons to feed 
silage to 100 cows. One _ button 
starts the silo unloader and the other 
operates the mechanical silage bunk 
which spreads the silage in the 100-foot 
bunk. While the silage is being fed 
mechanically, the operator can roll hay 
into the feeders for the entire herd 
This plan provides for two feet of 
silage bunk and two feet of hay bunk 
for each cow. 

The manure pit is constructed at che 
far end of the feeding area and the 
manure is scraped directly into the 
spreader, It is advisable to throw a 
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thin layer ot sawdust on this paved 
feeding area frequently 

Poor drainage was one of the faults 
of the early pen stables. Too many 
roofs sloped onto barnyards, and the 
yards themselves were not sufficiently 
drained. This plan provides for as 
many roofs as possible to slope away 
from the barnyard. The site was 
selected keeping in mind a natural 
drainage out of the open end of the 
barnyard 


This barnyard and the floors of the 
feeding and loafing barns slope five 
feet from the west to the east end. 
Any water that falls on the barnyard 
drains away to the open east end. 
Since the floors are five feet lower at 
the east end of the 195-foor barn, the 
roofs have been stepped down twice, 
two feet each time, to conform with 
the slope of the site 


Milking Parlor or **Workroom" 


The milking parlor connects the 
feeder barn and the loafing barn, 
closing off the west end of the barn- 
yard. The cows are held on the feeding 
area at milking tume. In this way, 
the feeding area also serves as a hold- 
ing area. By eliminating a separate 
holding area, less area has to be con- 
structed and, consequently, less area 
has to be cleaned. Cows enter the 
milking parlor from the feeding area 
and exit into the barnyard after being 


milked 


The milking parlor is built of con- 
ventional construction, 50 feet long 
and 26 feet wide. So far, most of these 
parlors have had a gambrel roof. Side 
walls can be constructed of wood or 
cinder blocks. As seen in the plan, 
eight chute-type stalls, four on each 
side of the milker’s pit, are located in 
the 50’ x 11’ milking parlor. The 
remaining space in the building is 
devoted to a good-sized milk room and 
two box stalls, partitioned from both 
the milking parlor and the milk room. 


An emergency door near the exit 
end of the milking parlor allows sick 
cows, Cows in heat, or cows needing 
veterinary attention to be shunted out 
of the milking parlor at milking time 
into the box stalls. These stalls can be 
heated by the heater which warms the 
parlor and milk room, Calves may be 
started in these same box. stalls. 
Steps are saved in carrying milk and 
water to them from the adjacent milk 
room, 


Ceiling joists are 2’’ by 12” planks, 


spaced one foot apart, to support the 
weight of grain stored overhead. Grain 
is fed to the cows while they are being 
milked. It flows from bins overhead 
and is measured to the cows by auto- 
matic grain feeders. One more chore 
has been removed—the carrying of 
grain to each cow, 


Milking Procedure 


Two men operate the eight-stall 
milking parlor with four milking 
machine units. Each man has two 
units and four stalls. Four cows are 
let in, one behind the other, and gates 
closed behind each. These four cows 
are grained, washed, strip cup used, 
and milkers attached. 

While these four cows are being 
milked, the other lane is filled with 
four more cows. These cows are 
grained and prepared for the milker 
units. As soon as the machine is done 
on one cow, it is switched across the 
pit and immediately put on one of the 
prepared cows. The milker units are 
never idle. 

Elevated chute-type or walk-through 
stalls require less floor space than side- 
opening stalls. Chute-type are in- 
expensive to build or purchase. The 
chute requires less floor space, re 
sulting in less floor to be cleaned up 
after milking and less cubic space in 
the room to be heated 

Walls of the milking parlor should 
be insulated. A_ small, oilburning 
heater supplies heat to the milking 
parlor and milk room. 

A glass pipeline over the operator's 
pit transports the milk to the milk 
room. Hot and cold water are avail- 
able in the pit for flushing the pipe- 
lines in place. Cleaning pipelines in 
place has been approved by the New 
York State Board of Health. 


How Equipment is Cleaned 


After each milking two 12-quart 
pails of cold water are drawn through 
each unit (eight pails through the four 
units). This is Pllowed by two pails 
of soapy solution which contains a 
special pipeline cleaner. Next comes 
two more pails of 180 degree F. water 
with a disinfectant, always through 
each unit 

These three steps complete the 
cleansing and disinfecting of the pipe- 
line after the morning and evening 
milkings. Plenty of clean running 
water under pressure is the secret of 
cleaning pipelines in place. Can 
fillers are brush-cleaned after each 
milking, and the teat cup units are 
disassembled periodically so that the 
rubber liners can be boiled in lye 


Bedding 


“Bedding is a job that takes us 
longer on this new system than it 
did under the old,” Lewis points out, 
“but now we're bedding an area for 100 
cows whereas in our old barn we 
handled only 40." The straw is kept 
against the back of the loafing barn 
and it takes one man about an hour to 
do the job. It used to be a 20-minute 
task in the old barn.

Farm accidents can be reduced only 
if all farm people “think, talk and act 
‘safety,’ according to speakers at the 
10th National Conference on Rural 
Health, sponsored by the American 
Medical Association 

“Health and safety are closely re 
lated,"" George Rabehl, Rochester, 
Minn., 4-H member, said. ‘We spend 

ears following the health rules to 
build strong healthy bodies, and then, 
with one act of carelessness, we may 
destroy all that we have attained.” 

Mr. Rabehl said more accidents 
occur in farming than in any other 
industry, and most accidents are due 
to carelessness. Farmers must remem- 
ber that accidents do not always hap- 
pen to “the other fellow.” The first 
step in a farm safety program 1s a 
check for hazards; the second, is that 
of removing these dangers. ‘'Past 
accidents should prevent similar ones 
in the future.”

string diagram spent a lot of time 
carrying silage in a basket. He tried 
to substitute a cart. He cut out five 
sixths of his travel, but he increased 
the time needed. Why? He was un 
able to get the*cart into the silo room, 
so he threw the silage about 10 feet 
from the foot of the chute to the cart 
That took more time than he saved in 
traveling. His neighbor was able to 
put his carte directly under the chute, 
and fill it as he threw down silage 

Plan a definite, convenient place to 
store a cart, otherwise it may interfere 
with other work. 

Provide plenty of forks, shovels, 
and other small tools. Select the proper 
type for each job, and leave it at that 
job. That will save a lot of unneces 
sary walking. 

With equipment as with buildings, 
figure the cost and compare it with the 
savings. Annual equipment costs will 
run close to 20 per cent of the initial 
cost. That is, the annual cost of a $100 
machine will be close to $20; the cost 
of fuel or electricity will be in addition 
to this. 


Your Work Habits 


The value of a good barn arrange 
ment and effective equipment can be 
offset by poor working habits. In 
fact, good working methods may be 
the most important of the three. 

Many men are naturally more eth 
cient than others. All of us, however, 
can improve ourselves by systematic

study. The following steps have been 
helpful for others. 

First, establish a definite plan for 
doing your chore work, and follow 
this plan as closely as possible every 
day. We have seen enough dairymen 
do this to know that it is possible. 

With a definite, systematic plan you 
are more likely to do each job at the 
proper time, and avoid unncessary 
trips back to do jobs you overlooked 
Tools and supplies can be left in such 
a place that you pick them up later 
without a special trip. 

Second, i carefully and closely 
what you do now and how you do it. 
The more you know about your pre- 
sent methods the greater is the possi- 
bility for improvement. Many of the 
things we do are done so much from 
habit that we are not conscious of 
them; we do not recognize many of 
our wasted motions. 


To help become conscious of these 
motions, make a written list. Write 
down step by step what you do for 
some job—you will be surprised at the 
length of the list. It also will give you 
many ideas as you are making it. 


Third, question all details of your 
job. It may help to get some neighbor 
to go over the list with you. Here are 
some of the questions you might ask 
yourself 


Is this job necessary? What do | 
gain by it? Could I eliminate it? Some 
of our tasks had a good reason; now 
that reason may be gone, but we con- 
tinue from habit. You will find some 
jobs to eliminate; even if you cannot, 
the attempt to explain why you do the 


job will give ideas for improvements. 

Is this the best place to do the job? 
For example, some farmers grind their 
feed in the granary, others in the hay 
loft, and still others with portable 
mills. 

Is this the best time to do the job? 
Changing the order in which we do 
our work may Cut out some travel. 

Is this trip necessary? One of our 
farmers asked himself that when he 
went back to the granary to get more 
mash for his hens. His answer was: 
“No, I knew I was short of mash the 
last time I was in the house; if I had 
brought the mash pail then and set it 
by the granary door I could bring a 
full pail on the next trip to the hen 
house.” 

Is this the shortest, easiest, quickest 
way to make this trip? Do I find un- 
necessary gates, doors, or steps? Will 
rearranging the barn cut my travel? 

Can I use some equipment to save 
time and effort? Will it save enough 
to pay for itself? 

As with travel, small savings count 
up quickly. Saving one minute a day 
is 365 minutes, or six hours, a year. 
Saving five minutes a day is 30 hours, 
or about three working days each year 
Many such savings have added up to 
saving one quarter or more of the 
chore time for farmers we have helped. 

Fourth, put your ideas into practice. 
If possible, start using each idea as 
soon as you get it--why wait? The 
new method may be awkward and 
slow at first; give yourself time to 
develop skill. 

These ideas for studying your chore 
work seem slow and tedious, and they 
are, but, they give results. They help 
to lead to many surprising savings. 

Records we have obtained from 
dairymen show that they have cut the 
time spent per cow from 135 hours a 
year to 100 hours within the last 15 
years. How did they do it? Largely by 
eliminating unnecessary and unprofit- 
able jobs and by streamlining work 
methods. They introduced some new 
equipment, but not enough to account 
for this big saving. With labor both 
scarce and expensive they found that 
they can eliminate much waste motion. 
It is possible to eliminate still more.

Clean-Up 


Lots of folks think it’s all mnght to 
be a little slop py with this new system,

Arnold a half hour after milking to 
clean milking machines, pipeline, pails, 
and other equipment. It takes another 
hour to wash down the walls and 
floor in the milking parlor and milk 
house. The cleaning of equipment tn 
the old barn used to take only half an 
hour after milking

The feeding area is cleaned once a 
day. With the blade on the front of a 
tractor, it takes only 10 minutes to 
scrape the manure from one end of the 
barn to the other—off a ramp-—and 
into the manure spreader. This job 
requires no more time than it did in 
the old barn with a shovel, and it’s a 
lot easier. The job of cleaning the 
bedded area takes two men six days, 
but it only has to be done once a year 


Milking 


The milk ts piped directly from cow 
to can. This means no lifting or pour 
ing, no spillage. In the old set-up, it 
used to take two-and-one-half 
for three men to milk 
three machines. Now 
milk 65 cows with four machines in 
just two hours. The third man can 
be working in the field during milking. 

With more cows per man in the pen

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Guernsey Participation in 
Heifer Project, Inc. 


For 10 years, Heifer Project, Inc., of 
New Windsor, Md., has been shipping 
livestock to foreign countries. The 
first heifer contributed was a 
Guernsey, that went to Puerto Rico tn 
1944. 
This last year another Guernsey 
made Heifer Project history. She was 
Miss 7,000th,”” and she symbolized 
the number of cattle shipped by Heifer 
Project up to the date of her departure 
for West Germany on April 27, 1954 
Many Guernseys have preceded and 
followed Miss 7,000th to new farm 
homes in the Western Zone of Ger- 
many. Altogether, Heifer Project has 
sent almost 2,000 heifers there, to be 
given to refugee farmers who have 
fled from behind the Iron Curtain 
These refugees have left behind them 
their farms and herds, buile up through 
years of toil. Following their arrival 
in the West Zone, they are compelled 
to live in crowded camps until they 
can be resettled. After living in these 
conditions, they are anxious and eager 
for even the small, subsistence-type 
farms which the West German govern- 
ment provides. Reclaimed from old 
military proving grounds or marginal 
land, these farms are sold to the 
farmers on a long-term mortgage

basis 


After the farmer is settled on his 
new land, he stll has no livestock, and 
no means of getting any. The heifer 
given to him by Heifer Project helps 
him get a new start in life, and gives 
him the incentive to make a better life 
for himself, He is spared the indignity 
of accepting charity by his promise to 
pass on the first female calf to someone 
else who suffered the 
misfortune

In 1954, 97 Guernseys were sent to 
refugees of this type. Almost half of 


these heifers came from two states in 
the Middle West-—twenty-four were 
from Ohio and 18 originally lived in 
Indiana. The rest came from sources 
in 14 other states 

heifers and a 
registered bull were sent to France 
in November 


Fourteen Guernsey 


They were given to a 
group of refugees who had settled on 
plots of land, which untul that ume, 
were considered worthless These 
immigrants worked with the land untl 
they coaxed it to produce enough to 
support them. But they still had no 
livestock, and as every farmer knows, 
no farm is complete without some 
animals. The cattle from Heifer Pro- 
ject were one of welcome 
sights they had seen for many years. 

This past year was a big year for 
Heifer Project, but it is hoped that 1955 
will be even bigger. Goals have been 
set at 1,200 cattle, 400 pigs, 500 goats, 
100,000 chicks, and 400 packages of 
honey bees. These animals will be 
shipped primarily to Austria, the 
Caribbean countries, Germany, Greece, 
Central America, Korea, the Middle 
East, and Turkey 

It is impossible to estimate the 
impact of these cattle shipped by 
Heifer Project on the people who 
receive them Both physical and 
moral effects can be seen-—on their 
health, their economy, and their will to 
live and work. Also, international 
friendships are established which work 
steadily toward building the road to 
world peace 

The philosophy of Heifer Project is 
best expressed by the words of Dan 
West, the originator of the idea 
“We believe that every man should 
bear his own burden, as far as he can; 
and we believe that we should bear 
one another's burdens, where needed.”

Need to Ventilate Dairy Barns 
for Cows’ Health 


Kart E. Garpner dairy specialist 
and Frank W. Andrew, extension 
agricultural engineer, at the University 
of Illinois College of Agriculture, say 
that you may shut off needed ventila 
tion in your dairy barn this winter if 
you try too hard to keep out the cold 
and wind

Gardner and Andrew point out that 
the health and production of your 
cows are more important than your 
own personal comfort. Actually, cows 
stand cold weather very well, and it is 
much more important that they be dry 
than warm 

Proper ventilation is the only way 
to cut down excess dairy barn moisture 
in cold weather. Signs of poor ventila 
tion are moisture collecting on the 
walls, ceilings and metal fixtures in 
the barn and _ heavy the 
windows 


frost on 


Another symptom of poor ventila 
tion shows up when the cows start 
coughing. If this keeps up you are 
risking the danger of pneumonia or 
some other respiratory trouble in your 


cows and resulting loss of production 


Ventilating fans that operate from 
an electric motor are much more satis 
factory than the old-style open wind 
ows and doors or the flue-type ventila 
tors. To work, flue-type ventilation 
systems depend on outside air move 
ment, and many times when you need 
them most 
pletely stall. Open doors and windows 
create drafts, which are both unhealthy 
and uncomfortable

Department of Agriculture. We quote: “YEARLY HERD AVERAGE ‘This is figured on 
the cow-year basis. To get the number of cow-years, the number of months each cow in the 
herd is on test is totaled and this total divided by 12. In case a cow is not on test throughout 
the entire year (such as cows purchased or sold or that died, or heifers that freshen during the 
year) use the number of the whole months and divide the number of remaining days by 30. This 
gives the number of months the cow was on test. The total of the pounds of milk, pounds of 


butterfat, ete., divided by the number of cow-years gives the herd average for the year.”

OUR TESTING PROGRAM — 2x 


We are now testing all of our animals on AR, 2 times a day milking. The 
‘'Paxon Hollow’ herd was on AR 3 times a day milking in Penna., and after they 
were moved to Vallemar were changed to 2 times. With the moving, change in 
climate, and a shortage of pasture, they didn't finish with the good records that 
they had started at ''Paxon Hollow.'’ We have made good progress in the last 
nine months though we have a shortage of hay. Our hay, and that we have pur- 
chased, is of very low quality due to all the rain we had in July and August. 


We have had quite a number of cows calve and are testing them in the 2x 
division, and are taking this opportunity of giving a list of cows on test.
